Tliey will eisbody all thd lessons taught by the 
World War. 

I bus, we are shown monster ships 700 feet 
long and approximately 96 feet wide, to be 
driven by 150.000 horsepower engines whxh 
Will give them a speed -of at lust thirty knots. 
They will earpr twelve-inch armor plate amid- 
ahips. a ftve-inch arc|^ deck for protection 
against aircraft, a twt^mch splutter deck below 
that, .and they Will have torpedo "bulges" on 
both rheir guns will be nine 11-inch 

nfles with an effective'range of ^.000 yards. 
In addition, they will catry several six-inch 
guns, an anti-aircraft battery, and hangars pro- 
Yiding spaee for four airplanes. 

Altogether, the craft will be about the most 
formidable warships ever built, fast-enough to 
get away from any other battleships afloat, and 
sturdy enough lo stand up and trade punches 
in case they arc cornered. And the melancholy 
fought which arises from conlemj)|aiing them 
is Just this: The purely mechanical lessons of 
the Great War have been learned lo perfection. 
IIm defects which sent ships to the Isotiom at 
Jutland and elsewhere will nearer be duplKated;
